afoot. When Rome was even tearing. her 
. bowels out with her own nails, (as unhappy ß 
Britain does endeayour at this preſent) then our 
Artimedorus diſtinguiſhed himſelf among the 
moſt learned of that age, and made à profeſſion WM 
of the Greek tongue with great applauſe ;- inſo- 
much, that he became intimate with Brutus and 

. Cailius, who then were hatching a plot againſt 
the life of Cæſar. This acquaintance, with his 
ſtudies into degp philoſaphy, gave him an idea 
of the evil genius of Brutus, and what his de- 
ſigns were. Phe infamy of his intentian made 
Artimedorus withdraw his ſriendſhip with an 
artful diſſimulation; till by degrees he had in 2 
manner inſenſibly withdrawn _ bimſelf Wholl7 
from. his perſon; and intereſt. This done, e 
drew, a ſcheme of the plot, and privately pre- 
ſented it ta Cæſar, and withal, an actount f 
ſome, notable occurrences that would befal him. 
Much about this time Cæſar's wife dreamed

portended no good to her huſband ; and though | 
his laſcivious fallies from the marriage · bed had 
withdrawn much of her affections from him, 
yet ſhe ſo ſtrictly adhered to her duty, that ſhe. .

the ſame time requeſting wia open it, and 
peruſe it immediately, without putting it inte 
the hands of his ſecretary. Cæſar had à love

"NOdinus tells us of an ancient, pious, and holy

life time, as he gathered from certain monitory 
dreams and viſions, whereby he was forewarned as 


well to avoid ſeveral dangers, as many vices and 
fis. That this ſpirit diſcovered himſelf to him, 
8 after he had for a whole year prayed earneſtly to 


od, to ſend a good 7 to him to be the guide 


' and governor of his life, and actions, adding, that 


before and. after prayer, he uſed to ſpend two or 
ION. PC et HOT 2 Ty, ph 3227 - £3 three 
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three hours in meditation, and reading the Scrip- 
tures, diligently enquiring, and conſidering with him- 
ſelf, what religion among thoſe many controverted 
in the world, might be beſt, beſeeching God that 
he would be pleaſed to direct him to it, and that he 
did not allow of their way, who at all adventures 
ray to God to confirm them in that opinion ther 
3 already embraced, be it right or wrong. 
While he was thus buſy with himſelf with mat- 
ters of religion, he lighted on a paſlage in Phy/o Fur 
deus, in his book De Sacrjficis, where he writes, 
that a good man can offer iſo greater nor more 
accepiabie ſacrifice to God, than the oblation of hime 
ſelf : and therefore following his counſel, he offered 
his ſoul unto God, After this, among many other 
divine dreams and, viſions, he once in his ſleep ſeem- 
ed to hear the voice of God, ſaying. to him, I 
will fave thy ſoul, I am he that before appeared unta 
thee. Afterwards the ſpirit would knock at bis 
door every morning, about three or four o'clock, 
though he, riſing and opening his dbor, could fee 
no body; but the ſpirit perſiſted in this courſe, and 
_ unleſs he would rife, would thus rouſe him up- 
this trouble and boiſterouſneſs made him begin ta 
conceit, that it was ſome evil ſpirit which thus haunt- 
ed him, and therefore he prayed earneſtly to God, 
that he would be pleaſed to ſend a good angel to bim, 
and alſo 5 ſung pſalms, having moſt of them bx 
" heart, therefore the ſpirit afterwards kuocked more 
gently at the door, and one day diſcovered itſelf. | 
to him anaking, which was the firſt time he was. 
aſſured by his ſenſes that it was he, for he often. 
touch'd and ſtir'd a glaſs that ſtood in his chamber, 
N Which did not a little amaze bim; two days aſter, 
ö when he entertained à friend of his, Who was ſe- 
| cretary to the king, this friend was much aſtoniſh'g- 
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3 to hear the ſpirit thumping. on the bench hard by, 
„, bus be bid him. be of good courage, these want bf 
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no hurt towards him; and the better to aſſure him of 
it, told him the truth of the whole matter. 


From that time, ſaith Bodinus, he did affirm that 


this ſpirit was always with him, and by ſome ſen- 


ſible ſign, did ever advertiſe him of things, as by 
ftriking him on his right ear, if he did any thing 
amiſs, if otherwiſe, his left; if any body came to 
deceive and circumvent him, then his right ear was 
ſtruck, but his left ear, if a good man, and to good 
ends came to viſit him. 

If he was about to eat, or having drank any 


thing that would hurt him, or intended, or purpoſed

He daily begged of God, that he would teach 
him his will, his law, and his truth, and ſet one day 
in the week apart for reading the Scripture, medita- 
tion, and finging of pfalms, and did not ſtir out 
of the houſe that day, yet in his ordinary converſation 
he was merry, and of a cheerful mind, and cited that 
ſaying for it, 1 /aw the face of the ſaints joyful 


| and merry: But in his converſing with others, if he 


talked vainly or indiſcreetly, or had for ſome days 
together neglected his devotions, he was forthwith 
admoniſhed thereof in a dream. He was likewiſe 
admoniſhed to riſe early in the morning, and about 
4 o'clok, a voice would come to him while he was 
aſleep, who gets up firſt to prayers... 

He told Bodinus alſo, that he was oft admoniſhed 


to give alms, and that he obſerved the more chari- 
table he was, the more proſperous he was; and at 
dne time, when his enemies thought to take away 


his life, and knew he was to go by water, that his.

had raiſed him again, therefore he watch'd and prayed 
all that night.
